SAN FRANCISCO, July 26.— 


In his argument to the jury today 
on behalf of Louis Glass, Attor- 
ney Delmas, referring to Zimmer 
and his connection with the 
money drawer of the telephone 
jcompany, said: 


"Zimmer had the authority, 


txercised it, got the money, drew 
the checks, cashed them and 
handled the money; and, more 
than that, gentlemen, according 
to the statement of the prose,cu- 
tion, when $7500 of that moneyr- 
came back it came back into the 
hands of Zimmer—and not into 
the hands of Glass. 


"Zimmer 
carried it to 
the 


treasurer of the cqmpany--not 
Glass. 
It ' was Zimmer who 


placed this cash tag.in the d***8* 
—not Glass. How then is Zim- 
mer to be eliminated from this 
transaction?" 


Delmas also went on to say 


• I that Mr. Heney claimed he would 


fj^p 
prove to the jury that Halsey 
fled from the city; that he was 
here in San FranciscQ for a time 
in disguise, but had left secretly 
on a steamer for Manila. Delmas 
claimed that the prosecution had 
failed utterly to prove this state- 
ment. 
"It was false as hell," 


Delmas cried. 


Adverting to the refusal of 


Second Vice-President Zimmer to 
testify for the prosecution, Del- 
mas called the jury's attention to 
the fact that in open court Heney 
stated that he had informed Zim 
mer when before the grand jury 
that the grand jury considered 
him entirely guiltless of any com- 
plicity in the bribery of Super- 
visors. 


"But 
now," continued Delmas, 


"it is the same District Attorney 
who tells you that both Glass and 
Ztmmer are guilty, and warns yoti 
that you must not acquit Glass 
on the score that Zimmer has not 
been indicted 'yet'—the same Dis- 
tric| Attorney who tells you he 
means to have Zimmer indicted 
and means to bring him before 
this bar and demand against him 
a verdict of conviction!" 


This it an indictment charging Louis Glass with the crime of bribery,,alleged to have been com- 


mitted by giving to one Boxton the sum of $6000 on March 15.1906, for the purpose of influencing his 
action as Supervisor of this city and county in a matter then pending before the board, the application 


of the Home Telephone Company for a franchise to operate in this city. To.jthis charge he pleaded 
not guilty and the question of his guilt or innocence is the jssue and the sole issue which you are to 


try. Allow me to remind you of 
the solemnity o! the oath you took 
to render a true verdict on the 
evidence and on nothing but the 
evidence.—Attorney Delmas.

L^-FRANCISCO, July 26.—One of the largest and most " 


farhionable audiences ever seen in a San Francisco court room 
assembled this morning- in Temple Israel to hear the closing argu- 
ments in the Glass case. Although the hour was early, the crowd 
arrived earJier, and the large auditorium was thronged. 


Sheriff O'Neill and three deputies took charge of the seating 


of the audience. Attorney Delmas brought a party of ladies/who 
occupied a portion of the seats set aside for counsel. 


Attorneys for other defendants in other graft cases also gath- 


ered to hear the argument. The people at the door who came late 
were trying to buy seats. 


"It's a pity/' said one economical citizen, "that they didn't 


charge $1 a seat to defray, the expenses of the trial. .We'd all be 
glad to pay it." 


Mr. Delmas began his argument at 9:40 o'clock in a deliberate 


and prosaic recital of facts in the case. He said in part: 


"I shall at once proceed to state this case as I see it, reviewing 


the evidence upon which you are asked to convict the defendant. 
I shall ask you to remember first that you are sitting, not only 
in a temple of justice, but a temple of God. 


"And if you are the least swayed by the popular clamor to turn 


aside from the strictest performance of your duty and your oaths, 
then I shall remind you that you are unworthy the trust imposed 
in you. 
One Witness Cannot Convict 


"First let me remind you that the only evidence that any money, 


was paid to Dr. Boxton is his own unsupported testimony!. You, 
the jury, must be satisfied without a doubt. 


"It was a wise ruler, in whose temple you now sit, who made 


this rule that a-man shall not be convicted of crime by one witness 
alone." 


Mr. Delmas here quoted from'the Mosaic law the rule that a 


man' may not be convicted of sin "out of the mouth of one man." 


"Only>when a witness is entitled to full credit, even in a civil 


case, to determine the value of a dog, may you decide upon the 
evidence of a single witness. I have no desire to take away from 
the character of any man, but I do ask you to consider whether 
you can give .credit to Dr. Boxton. 


"When, in order to send a man to State's prison who is already 


in the declining years of life, a witness is relied upon who is aft 
unconvicted perjurer, I ask you to pause. 


"Do you believe that Dr. Boxton swore to this affidav.it without 


knowing what it contained? If Dr. Boxton was willing to swear to 
that paper because the administration wished, what is he not willing 
to testify to today? He is in the power of the prosecution, who 
could send him to the penitentiary ten times over. Is there not 
some inducement here that he might see the truth just as the prose- 
cution sees it? 


"If Dr. Boxton was bribed, he was as guilty as the man who 


bribed him. We therefore have a man who is as discredited as an 
accomplice as he is in the character of perjurer. The court wil! 
instruct you that a man may not be convicted on the unsupported 
testimony of an accomplice. 


"A touching piece of acting was gone through with on the 


stand. Dr. Boxton said he preferred not to answer the question 
as to whether he counted the money-in the presence of any one. 
Later he is brought back to testify that his wife was there. 
Even 


if her;testimony is to be believed, what has that to do in connecting 
Lou'is"'Glass with the transaction? 
: "Therelire good women, I believe, who would rather die, rather 


see, their husbands goVto a penitentiary, than to perjure themselves. 
I leave it to you to judge whether this woman belonged to them. 


"But so far as I am concerned in this argument, it makes no 


difference whether Dr. Boxton was bribed or not so far as Louis 
Glassy-is1 concerned. :;<The crucial question for you to determine so 
far as-Louis'0-lass is'concerned is, Did he authorize the payment of 
money?' There is no direct evidence. The prosecution has left 
their case rest e/itirely on circumstantial evidence. They, have relied 
on the 'process""of elimination. 


"Thjs process could only be of valwe if carried on accurately 


and with precision." ;

VALIDITY OF 'MILE LIMIT 


LIQUOR LAW IS ATTACKED 


Druggist Under Arrest Says Regulations 


of State Prevent Sale of Perfumes or 


Drugs Containing Alcohol. 


BERKELEY, July 28.—Attorney B. A. 


Hayne brought out a new and novel 
point in a demurrer which he filed this 
morning In the case of J. |W. Bradley, a 
druggist, who was arraigned in Police 
Court charged with selling liquor con- 
trary to the State law. Hayne attacks 
the validity of the State law making it a 
misdemeanor to sell liquor within one 
mile of the University of California. The 
attorney eays that this law was first 
passed In 18T3 and amended in 1876, then 
repealed in 1905, and a new law passed 
covering practically the same conditions 
as were found in tha law of 1876. These 
are to the effect that llqitor must not be 
sold Inside the 
two-mile limit of 
any 


State prison or reformatory in the State, 
and not inside of one mile of any of the 
lands of the University of California. 


CLAIMS LAW SPECIAL. 


When the 
constitution of the 
State 


was adopted in 1879, there was a provis- 
ion incorporated that the 
Legislature 


should not pass local laws where a gen- 
eral could be passed that would apply. 


It is under this that 
Hayna says the 


section referring to the sale of liquor 
inside of the mile 
limit of the 
State 


University applies and is defective. 
He 
says it is a special law, made whore a 
general law will apply, as it designates 
the State University, and not generally 
to all educational Institutions 


Judge Edgar did not think 
much of 


the contention and overruled the demur- 
rer. 
A plea of not guilty •was then en- 


tered by Bradley, and date of trial set 
for August 12. 


HARD ON DRUGGISTS. 


Druggist Bradley says he is against U 


on every hand, and so is e^ ery druggist 
inside of the mile limit of the State Uni- 
versity, if the law is good 
He declares 


it restrains the sale of perfumes, lini- 
ments, liquors on prescriptions and any 
other drugs containing alcohol 


"The 
law makes it a misdemeanor to 


refuse to sell anything asked for by a 
lepresentatlve of 
the State 
Board of 


Health, and at the same time makes it 
a misdemeanor to sell it," said Bradley 
"It's a misdemeanor if I do and a mis- 
demeanor if I don't."

Fish and Mr. Plckernell were here in Feb- 
ruary they might have ordeied Halsey 
to pay that money.

have done so. I propose to show you that 
no one of them did so by this evidence.

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The Abuse of the Automobile. 


The German Kaiser must be credited with a sincere solicitude 


Jor .the welfare 'and .safety of his sabjects. His ideas, too, are soond 
'1m the main. His regard lor Ae fights of the common man is shown 
iy tbe way he has set his face against motor car racing on the 
f*bKc highways. In recommending the construction of the Ham- 
b«rg racj^cottrse for automobiles, the Kaiser said: 


"The lives and bones of my subjects are too valuable to..theif 


country to be risked on public roade during the auto season.. I am 
grieved to hear of so many accidents to disinterested citizens to 
whom the constitution assures .the full.and unrestricted use of the 
poblk highways, and While tourists and sightseers should enjoy the 
•ante privileges in Germany which are granted them in other coun- 
tries, speeding should not be tolerated and racing should be re- 
stricted to courses specially designated for that purpose." 


We recommend this view and this spirit to the lawmakers and 


the law officers of this country. It also contains a suggestion worthy 
«l thoughtful consideration on the part of autoists. Much of tbe 
popular prejudice against automobiles is due to the disregard too 
often shown for the rights and feelings of pedestrians and the drivers 
of horse vehicles. AutbSsts would consult their own comfort and 
safety and encounter far less opposition and hostility if they would 
only bear in mind that the public roads are maintained for com- 
mon convenience and to accommodate all classes of travders and 
all kinds o! traffic. 
Da-shing along them at a dangerous rate of 


speed, frightening horses and putting in peril pedestrians and other 
kinds of vehicles is an abuse of a public utility. Moreover, it is 
evidence of a recklessly overbearing and brutal spirit that naturally 
provokes resentment. 


The automobile is a useful invention tbat has already become a 


public necessity. It is rapidly coming into still more general use, 
and as they multiply tbe danger of speeding on the high roads in- 
creases. Racing with horses on the public highways would not be 
tolerated, yet horse racing is less dangerous than automobile racing. 
If a man tried to drive or ride a horse through the streets at the 
speed that motor cars are ordinarily driven he would be promptly 
arrested. So would persons so callous to the rights and feelings of 
others as to urge horses through throngs of women and children. 
Without rhyme or reason autoists drive through the most crowded 
thoroughfares at a high rate of speed when they might just as well 
go along 1-ess frequented streets. As automobiles multiply this 
practice must be abated if public safety and convenience are not to 
be entirely disregarded. 


. /The notion that automobiles have superior rights on the streets 


and public roads must be dispelled. By law and custom the pedes- 
trian has the first right, because, in the first place, he is /the most 
numerous, and, in the second, stands in greater need of protection. 
Every manly and generous instinct forbids invasion of the rights of 
the weak and helpless. In every land- under the sun it is regarded as 
cowardly and unmanly to endanger and.frighten women and children. 
But the possession of an automobile, strange to say, often turns a 
gentleman into a cad, forgetful alike of the law and the code of 
courtesy and decency. It frequently begets the delusion that the 
owner belongs to a privileged) class having a divine right to do what 
he pleases regardless of the feelings of the common herd. The 
same peculiar notion was abundantly illustrated by wheelmen when 
they had the privilege of riding on the sidewalks under certain re- 
strictions. They not only defied 
the restrictions, but 
treated 


pedestrians, for whose exclusive use the sidewalks were set apart, as 
interlopers unworthy of consideration. The physical advantage of 
the wheel was employed to abuse a privilege and harass the public. 


So it is with the automobile. It brings out the blackguard 


streak in a wonderful way. It puts gentility to a supreme test. It 
exhilerates the vain and light-headed beyond self-control. It is to 
be observed, however, that the hired man or the person driving a 
hired car is. a worse offender, as a rule, than the man more used to 
luxury. It is the beggar on horseback under a new guise. The 
first to ride over the poor man is the poor man who chances to get in 
the saddle. 


According to the school census Alameda has made the largest 


gain in population during the last two years of any county in the 
State. The gain- for Alameda was 8981 and for Los Angeles, county 
$304. San Francisco has lost 24,46? school children. Los Angeles 
reports the largest scholastic population of any county, but it is to 
be remembered that her territory is very large and embraces several 
considerable cities besides the county seat. The city of Los An- 
geles embraces a territorial area larger than that 
of Oakland, 


Berkeley, Ahimeda and Emeryville combined. These cities have 
more inhabitants than Los Angeles can boast, and all are growing 
rapidly.

Pullman car porters "have been ttoing a little business on the sid«

Northern California Developments. 


Northern California is passing through a course of progressive 


development unprecedented in its past history. It is partly due to 
railroad;activity, which has been marked in this quarter for several 
years past, ami,which promises to be still more iri/eyidence in the 
near future. The natural resources/of every description of this part 
of the State are being exploited, moreover, on a sca^e larger than ever 
before known. Electric power plants are springing into existence 
at every point where energy can be drawn from the Sierra streams. 
Some of the electric plants projected will possess large capacity. 
OtWfrrs involve the construction of extensive systems of water1 con- 
servation to be employed later in manufacturing, the irrigation of 
semi-arid areas and other useful and wealth producing purposes. 


Activity in the development of the great copper belt intersect- 


ing the northern counties has also greatly increased of late. Big 
smelters are in course of .erection at various points for the reduction 
of the rich and apparently: inexhaustible ore bodies which have been 
partly opened up in the belt. 
; 


All of these enterprises are promoting settlement, increasing the 


population and adding to the output and wealth of the northern part 
of the State. "As a natural consequence Northern Califoirnia is fe- 
ceiving more attention abroad at present than; it has- since the 
halcyon days wihen gold mining was its chief industry. > , . 
^ 


Railroad development is 'being pushed vigorously in the northern 


part of the State. Aside from the big plans of improvement which 
the Soutfierii Pacific Company is carrying out on the Central Pacific 
system to facilitate transrSierran traffic, equally important changes 
have been initiated on the Oregon route on either side of the 
California-Oregon border, for the purpose of avoiding the steep and 
tortuous grades of the Siskiyous and the range between the Rogue 
and Umpqtra valleys, terminating in the thirty-mile Cow Creek 
canyon, where the single~and crooked track has been a continuous 
source of enormous expense since the day it was opened. With 
the great increase in traffic which is taking place on the route, the 
maintenance of the track across these high ranges grows more 
difficult yearly. To obtain permanent relief from all this, the Com- 
pany is now opening a through line from Weed station, at the foot of 
Shasta, in the Klamath Lake country, and thence on easy grades into 
the Willamette Valley, thus sidetracking all of the present high 
grades impeding through traffic. The projection of this new Hn« 
ami the construction of the Federal government's reclamation and 
irrigation works in the Klamath basin is stimulating settlement and 
improvement there marvelously. Klamath Falls has nearly doubled 
in population watSiin two years, and many large business blocks of 
stone and brick three and four stories high have displaced the 
wooden shacks of its frontier life. , 


Three new railroad lines are also seeking a way. at present 


through Modoc county, in this State, and Lakeview,; Lake county, 
Or. Their identity'has not yet been fully established, but their influ- 
ence is giving1 new life and vigor to the territory on-each side of the 
border, adding to land values and attracting new settlers. 


Another important development: which is taking place in tihe 


upper Sacramento valley at present is the unfolding of extensive 
interurban systems of electric trolley railways whose destiny is to 
serve as feeders for the trunk lines of the Western Pacific and the 
Southern Pacific railroads. 


It is quite likely, therefore, thai for many years to come North- 


ern California is bound to figure more conspicuously in the public 
eye than any other part of the State.. 


Los Angeles has hit on^a novel way of levying taxes on the 


telegraph companies which have hitherto,escaped taxation on local 
property on the ground that their lines are operated under Federal 
franchises. An assessment-has been levied on themj by the city 
assessor this year based on the.rental of the public streets occupied 
by their poles and wires. The telegraph companies, are, of course, 
resisting this method of levying local taxes by en joining their collec- 
tion. Naturally enough the contest will -be carried to trie highest 
courts, for the reason that if Los Angeles succeeds: in establishing a 
precedent, every municipality in the country whose streets are occu- 
pied: by the corporations for similar uses will be sure to follow.its 
example.

JAP ADMIRAL SAYS 


NAVY IS SATISFACTORY 


I'ARIS, July 28.—Qll Bias publishes to- 


day an interview 
with 
Vice-Admiral 


ljuin, commander of -the Japanese afiuocl- 
ron, now at Brest, upon the Japanese 
nary. 
Asked if Japnn had not decided. 


In view of the recent happenings,, to en- 
large her program of naval construction, 
tin- vice-admiral replied: 
"We have a naval program for several 
years ahead and we shall execute !t 
punctually and rigorously, as do tho great 
nations of Europe, 
But this program 
ha< not been enlarged .for month* and it 
stands as It did when originated by the 
admiralty last year." 


Continuing the vice-admiral said it was 
inexact fo declare that the Japanese loan 
would be uaed for the increase of naval 
powers, and explained that this money 
would ba devoted to the constriction of 
raifroads and other communication 
tn 
Manchuria. 


"We are satisfied with 
th'e navy," 
Vloe-Admiral ljuin went on, "and wo be- 
lieve this branch will be able to cope 
with all eventualities. 
The Japanese 
Parliament, while refusing nothing for 
national defense, holds us" rigorously to 
tli'i naval appropriations, and tlieso we 
never exceed. We are to build three war- 
ships of the type of the Tsakuba, hut 
mere powerful, and they are to' be con- 
structed in Japanese yards from material 
furnished by Japanese Industries." 
Vice-Admiral IJufri knew -nothing- of any 
intention upon tho part of Japan to build 
warships for China. "We are interested 
in cUl things concerning- the grandeur and 
powerful Asiatic races, ' ho said, "hut up 
to the present time we have not had to 
concern ourselves with the Chinese ma- 
rine. China has not appealed to ua and 
shn is not seriously interested in the re- 
organization of her navy."

J«etly, "We must take cars of ourselves." 


Mist Watson was obliged to support 


thta woman for hours before she was 
picked up by the boat of Third Officer 
Robert Hawse. 


A surprising feature of Miss Watson's 


narrative is t!ie statement that she never 
•warn before and learned how to keep 
afloat In sheei desperation to avoid death. 
Three women were drowned on the San 
Pedro after being snatched from watery 
graves, according to Miss Watson, who 
«ay» they were placed in the lower cabfn 
and then forgotten in the excitement when 
this was flooded. All three were dead 
when It became known that the lower 
cabin was flooded. Here Is Miss Wat- 
sen's story: 


SHOUTS INSTRUCTIONS. 


"I was aroused by the blowing of whis- 


tle*. 
It was but a few seconds after this 
that the shock of collision was felt. 
I 


shouted to the women In my room to put 
their life preservers around them and get 
out on deck. 


"They became hysterical. 
I fastened 
preservers on all three of them, one of 
whom was a cripple, and I carried her 
out on deck 
There were only a few 


who entered the boat I did who had se- 
cured life preservers, and we had^scarce- 
ly been lowered to the water when the 
bow of the steamer plunged beneath the 
water and at the same time waves dashed 
over our boat and the suction pulled our 
boat down. 


"When I came to the surface some 
persons were SKifflng 'Nearer My God to 
The*' and other hymns. I struck off from 
the place where the vessel sank. 
I had 


never swam a stroke before, but somehow 
1 had confidence enough to try. and when 
I felt I wai making progress I swam 
harder than aver. 


"I had gone but a little way when a 


woman rose beside me and caught me 
around the neck. 
I had some difficulty 


Jn breaking her hold, as she was terrified 
IB the extreme and seemed to cling with 
all her mlgnt 
I managed to quiet her 


before we both could sir.k. and cautioned 
her to place her hands on my shoulders 
'*nd I would keep her up. 
She followed 


Instructions until she lost conttclousnM* 
from exhaustion, and I had to support 
h*r with one arm and swim with th* 
other. 


MEN REFUSED TO AID. 


"Several men swam past me, and I 


called to tliem to help mo with th* 
woman, who^e only name I remember wa* 
Grace and that sho wu? a school teacher 
from Cleveland, O., and the brute* la- 
formed me that they had enough to do 
to take care of themselves. - After I had 
been refused by flve or six men I did not 
ask any more help, and I struggled along 
a* best 1 might until I was picked up. over

two hours after the collision, by Third Of- 
ficer Hawse and his boat. 


"I Insisted tliat he take the woman in 


first, which he did, and soon had me out 
of the water. 
The boat crew thought she 
wai dead, aid so did tha doctors on the 
San Pedro, but to oblige Hawse they 
ma.le a determined eltort to save her and 
succeeded. 
"When I reached the San Pe- 


dro it was submerged over the lower decks 
and all rescued were on top of the house. 
It was then that I heard that there were 
three women drowned In the cabin of the 
San Pedro on the lower deck. 
They had 


been picked up by the crew of the lumber 
schooner and taken 'to the cabins on that 
deck when the vessel was still high out of 
water, and were left there, apparently 
safe, while the work of rescuing others 
was carried on. 
All they had to do was 


to stand up, for. the water only flooded 
the cabins over the single berths, but ex- 
hausted and weakened by the struggles In 
the water, they were unable to l.elp them- 
selves In any way." 
It has been learned that Miss Emma 


Guise was the woman Miss Watson saved 
from death.

These poor women Mr. Honey 
has spoken of did not corroborate the 
testimony connecting Glass with the al- 
leged offense. 


•OUMDARICt OF LAW. 


The district attorney tells you he has 
proved the defendant guilty by circum- 
stantial evidence. He has said that ev«rY 
circumstance that has been established 
by the witnesses points to the guilt of 
Louis Glass. 
The court will tell you, 
however, that no person can be convicted 
of a felony on circumstantial evidence 
unless ait reasonable doubt In your minds 
Is removed and that the defendant com- 
mitted the offense with which he Is 
charged. 
So the circumstances must not 
only show that Louia Glass committed 
this crime, but these same circumstances 
muct exclude from your minds all doubt 
whatever that lie did it and that he did 
It alone. 
• 
The learned counsel for the prosecution 
tells you that Louis Glass did this thing. 
Why? When? How? Who says he com- 
mitted this crime? Mr. Heney. 
But Mr. Heney has made other state- 
ments, too, and none more pregnant than 
the one which I will read to you from 
his opening address, 
He said to you: 
"It will be necessary to show that Halsey 
was vested with authority to do this 
thing by Glass and only Glass, and that 
the authority came through Zimmer from 
Glass and only Glass. That Glass, anfl 
only Glass, authorized the payment of 
this bribe monoy to the s-uparvisors, as- 
suming that bribe money were paid. It 
will not do to say that Glass was guilty 
through knowledge only of the fact that 
the bribes were passed; It wilt be neces- 
sary to prove more than mere knowledge 
Knowledge of an offense ii not an of- 
fense 
H will not b« competent to show 
that he aided or abetted the crime, it 
will be necessary to prove that he aided 
and abetted the crime," 
v 


NO MOTIVE. 
Let us consider In the first place that 
which decides the guilt or innocence of 
the defendant—motive. 
Here is a man 
accused of a crime. What *as the mo- 
tive? It waa shown by the* evidence that 
Glass was organising in February, 1906, 
a gigantic company to enter the telephone 
field of the Philippines. On October 10, 
1908, Mr. SabSn died. Glass did not suc- 
ceed to the control of the corporation 
which is owned in greater part by an 
eastern concern, the American Bell tel- 
ephone Company. The Bell Company did 
not choose Glass, but went to the Home 
Company and picked a member of its 
directorate. 
The days of Glass in the 
San Francisco telephone fleld were num- 
bered 
His career had ceased 
I ask 
you to consider, would he have become a 
party to a conspiracy to commit an of- 
fense which would disgrace hia family 
destroy his reputation and standing'' Is 
it likely that lie would perpetrate buch a 
crime? 
If Glass had desired to aid, encourage 
and abet the bribing of Boxton would he 
have gone about it in the way that Mr. 
Heney believes he did? 
Would he ask 
Zimmer to draw a check and thus let 
him know wh.it was going on' No 
If 
he had desired to aid Halsey he would 
himself have given the money to Halsey. 
Mi. Heney foigets that there is a dif- 
ference between the telephone company 
and Mr Glass 
He wanted to settle on to 
Gliias the sins of the telephone company. 
Mr Glass owned 365 shares of the tele- 
phone company's stock. 
The testimony 
shows that this stock was worth $33,000. 
Would he have committed such a serious 
offense for such a small sum? It is said, 
notwithstanding, that he signed checks 
for $40,000 or 150,000 and handed them 
to Zimmer. 
Did anybody 
see 
those 
checks? Is there any proof that Gluss 
signed them' No 
Yet the prosecution 
wants >ou to find the fact that he aided 
and encouraged the perpetration of this 
offense. 
I say to >ou gentlemen of the jury, you 
have taken your oaths and you cannot 
find this defendant guilty. When I say 
you cannot, I mean no disrespect to you. 
I mean that as men of intelligence you 
will not condemn this man to a felon's 
cell on the flimsy evidence adduced by 
the prosecution. 
For some reason or 
other, and I am Ignorant of it, Mr. Heney 
has taken a personal dislike to the de- 
fendant 
He does not like Mr. Glass, but 
by and by when the yeais roll by he will 
learn the error of hia ways and will re- 
gret his course in this matter. 


GLASS NOT CONNECTED. 


Where is the evidence that Glas? ever 
encouraged bj word or deed the act that 
tlie prosecution seeks to fasten 
upon 
him' 
It will not do to say anything 


About Zimmer because he lias refused 
to testify, I do not know Zimmer, I do 
not know am thing about the off trials of 
the telephone company, I do not know

While ycu decide lik<> fate

You have to find that all 
the facts show that Glass encouraged 
and aided to commission these crimes 
and that no one dee did. 


AN OLD FEUD. 


We are all of its old San Franciscans. 
No doubt >ou all recall when Charley 
Curry and Heney were running for the 
office of County Clerk. 
A 
certificate 
signed by seven men showed that Curry 
was elected. The ballot box, under pro- 
cess of law, was opened and tlie votes 
recounted. It was then shown that many 
votes which had been counted for Curry 
should have been counted for Heney The 
seven men who slgme'd the certificate were 
arrested. Six of them turned State's evi- 
dence and declared they had not boon 
guilty of crime. 
The 
seventh 
man 
through process of elimination then must 
have been guilty. That is the basis ot 
the present charge against this defend- 
ant 
The seventh man was convicted in 
a lower court and an appeal wns taken. 
In the higher court the seventh man was 
acquitted 
The process of lea&oning m 
this case Is the same 
The prohoruUon 
says: "This ma., did not do It, and thlfc 
man did do It, therefore Glass did it." 


Now, 
mark you, you must have indis- 
putable evidence in a ease of this Kind, 
where, step by step, its course tears a 
bleeding heart. This is your all Impor- 
tant question: 
"Did any other person 
have an opportunity to commit the of- 
fense with which Glass ts accused? "Aye, 
forcible and strong th* prosecution has 
handled this case with consummate skill. 
He saved his star until today. He thought 
he *ould take from the offices ot the 
company a man who, to ?ay the least, 
was not friendly to Mr. Glass 
It de- 
veloped that at th", time the offence was 
committed there was another captain at 
the helm; another was In the place of 
Glass. This man was an assistant gen- 
eral manager. What were his powers and 
duties? He waa assistant to the president 
of the American Bell Telephone Company. 
He said he had hoped for promotion 
to general manager. Had Gloss any au- 
thority to appoint Stelsa general manager 
—or anybody else? No. That authority 
was in Boston. I do not accuse anybody 
of crime. 


AUTHORITY IN EAST. 


I don't accuse the man in the East. My 
taste does not run in that direction, with 
others Jt does. So help me. I never will 
accuse anybody of crime; but you can- 
not convict if there is any one else who 
could have committed the offense of which 
Mr. Glass is accused. It has not been 
proved beyond a doubt that Mr. Glass 
signed those checks. 
This process of 
elimination has not shown that ha au- 
thorised tbe issuance, of those checks. 
He had not the authority in the first 
place nor la It plausible that he, on the 
verge of retiring from the telephone fleld 
ot California, would have the motive 
necessary to commit proof of the offense 
Therefore, to my mind there is but one 
verdict possible—acquittal.

"The burden to not on the defense to

Mrs. Ingels reached her home In this

AWAKENED BY COLLISION. 


"With my wife and daughter-1 was 


asleep when the collision occurred( but 
the crash awakened us, and for a mln-

We hurried 
from the 


stateroom to the saloon deck, where ev- 
erything was in confusion, and without 
losing any time hastened to the upper 
deck, and finally climbed on-to the hur- 
ricane deck.

the water was at our feet, and we could 
feel the vessel settling under us, and 
knowing that our only hope was to leave 
the ship and trust to being picked up by 
one of, the boats all of us Jumped from 
the deck of the sinking steamer Into the 
water.
